As you know I'd been phoned the night before and made arrangements for him to 
reach me at the Chutch committee phone where I knew I'd ba anti he .just missed m 
there. I later ;aade contact through a Robert Long, It is the son. who did the phoning 
and the father I got. 

After I got home Lowensteia phoned and asked if I could ret uni to i).C, 1 explained 
why I could not and invited him here. He said he had meetings but would phone at 
7*50 to let me know if it would be possible. It was 9 when he did. He then said held 
oe here about 11. The meetings ran longer than expected and included ona with Cran- 
ston and Turney. I think there was also a public meeting. 

Anyway , it was a nice tiling lie said, nicer because it was unnecessary. 

It would have been good if we could have gotten together earlier. I’d asked 
lolicoff to arrange it years ago and then after his KYC pressa conference. In fact, 

I remember now that between Chicago and his going public* on the ETK work I’d asked 
JR to do this on other occasions when I was going to MYC because I fait it might be 
possible to activate hi a. Because he actually was familiar with my work and holds in 
low esteem those I also do I am now certain he would have turned on earlier and would 
not have spent a year not realizing the interrelationships he now sees clearly .and 
asked me about early this morning,

X said that with the other 
two there is no reasonable question, I asked him what would be the situation if after 
there was an HFK inquiry there remained a reasonable doubt. 

He is doing a book. I volunteered that I could be of a little help, specified 
it ana he was pleased, showing it more than saying it. 

EarHer he had said that ho has to fly to Calif, this a.m. and would return in 
August, fie must have said he’d be back in August four or five times and as he Ssfeft. 

X do t Clink that his coming at all that late and after so heavy a dsy and so 
early a start needed this a.m. is a measure of his seriousness. Or, I think we have 
another responsible ally and I feel he feels the same way. 

He knows the realities of the Ray case. We spent little fri mo on it. 

1 think ho sees that any accosplishaent with one is accomplishment with all. He 
cilso knows ay belief that the urgent immediate need is the appearance of PM, to which 
he did not address himself. 

We'll protebly talk sore about this. BW
